Blue Mountain House Burned 
Fire starting from an unknown cause 
at 6 o’clock Tuesday morning completely 
destroyed the Blue Mountain House to­ 
gether with all its furnishings and about 
$250.000 worth of clothing and jewelry 
belonging to the sevoral hundred guests 
and employees. The flames were first dis­ 
covered shooting up an elevator shaft and 
it is supposed that the fire started in the 
porter’s room, underneath the shaft The 
blaze leaped up the elevator shaft to the 
various floors and in fifteen minutes the 
big structure was burning furiously. 


The main staircase was one of the first 
portions to fall prey to the flames and it 
was necessary to use the smaller stairways 
while many went down the fire ladders. 
There were many narrow escapes from 
serious injury and death, but in tlio con­ 
fusion only two received burns, B. F, 
Metzgar and Malcolm Frank, his nephew, 
both of Norfolk, Va. 


The hotel was valued at $200,000. There 
were 200 guests and 50 employes in the 
building. 
The hotel was a 4-story frame. 


During the height of the conflagration, 
a small farm house occupied by Oliver 
Ott, not farm from the sight of the Blue 
Mountain House, caught fire from the em­ 
bers and burned to the grouud together 
with eome of its furnishings. 


Bullfrog1 Steals Chicks 


That bullfrogs enjoy chicken for supper 
was a discovery made by a son of Rufus 
Kopp, in the Pigeon Hills, who had been 
missing many chicks which disappeared 
in a mysterious manner, 
Several days 
ago George, a son of Mr. Kopp, was in 
the back yard near a pool of water. 
He 
heard sounds t)f distress made by a chick, 
but on making an investigation could as­ 
certain neither the source or cause. Wed­ 
nesday night he again heard the sound, 
and looking toward the pool of water, he 
saw a big frog with a chick clasped in its 
mouth jump into the water. 
The frog 
pulled the chick beneath the water 
In 
a few seconds it reappeared with the chick 
it immediately again forced beneath the 
surface. This was repeated several times. 
When young Kopp tried to save the chick 
the frog did not let go but allowed itself 
to be captured. 


Mr Berkheimer Hurt*

er was thrown heavily to the pavement 
in Gettysburg, Tuesday afternoon when 
the crutches, with which he is accustom­ 
ed to walk, slipped on the concrete. 
He 
fell on one of his arms fracturing several 
small bones, and it is feared that one of 
his legs may be fractured. 
He was car­ 
ried to his home and Dr. Hartman was 
summoned. 


Mr. Berkheimer was removed to the 
York Hospital on the evening train. The 
gentleman has a host of friends hereabout 
who join the Item in expressing deepest 
sympathy. It is hoped that be may have 
a speedy and complete recovery. 
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Miss Sunday, of East Berlin, had a nar­ 
row escape from what might have proven 
a very disastrous accident recently 
Miss 
Sunday was in the act of getting into a 
buggy to take a drive, when one of her 
feet in some manner became entangled in 
the harnes* and she was thrown to the 
ground, when the horse started to move 
away, she waB dragged a short distance. 
Fortunately, as the animal was about to 
turn into the street, a gentleman passing 
in another team, jumped from his buggy 
and caught Miss Sunday’s horse, thereby 
preventing him from running away. 


Injuries sustained last Monday by Jacob 
Lichty, 12 years old, when struck a blow 
by a gasoline engine that was being un­ 
loaded from a flat boat at Hartman’s if-

land, in the Susquehanna River, opposite 
Saginaw, caused his death on July 30th in 
the Columbia hospital. An operation had 
been performed upon him in hope of sav­ 
ing his life.

19 KILLED BY 
MINE EXPLOSIONS 


Dynamite Blows Up and Flames 


Set Ott Gas Pocket. 


19 INJURED; SOME FATALLY 


Nineteen men are dead and as many 
more are injured seriously, some ol 
them fatally, as the result of explo- 
sions in the East Brookslile colliery ol 
the Philadelphia & Reading Coal and 
Iron company, near Tower City, Pa. 


The first accident was caused by two 
tons of dynamite used in driving a 
new 
tunnel 
exploding 
prematurely. 
With a tremendous roar the massive 
mine 
pillars 
1S00 
feet 
below 
the 
ground were shattered. 


Two have not been recovered, ana 
there is no hope of their being taken 
but alive. They are: Daniel Farley, 
fire boss, Tower City* and John Fess 
ler, Tower City. 


A rescue party 
started 
into 
the 
mine immediately, and they had hard­ 
ly been lowered into the shaft when 
the second explosion followed. 
This 
was caused by the flames reaching a 
pocket of gas. In the second disastor 
Superintendent John Lorenz and Har­ 
ry Schoeffstal, the fire boss, who led 
the rescuing party, were overcome. 


For five minutes the bottom of the 
mine, which is reached by the deep­ 
est shaft in the anthracite coal region, 
was like a furnace, with all the min­ 
ers within reach of the flames lying 
prostrate on their faces to avoid the 
breathing in of the fumes. The terrible 
heat, however, either scorched the life 
out of most ol’ them or the concussion 
and flying rocks killed them. 


A second 
rescue force was then 
formed, and they got the bodies of Su­ 
perintendent Lorenz and Schoeffstal. 
besides those of three miners. 


Lorenz was brought to the Potts- 
town hospital, where he died. Schreff- 
stal is fatally injured. The th rno min 
ers revived almost as socn as the* 
reached the surface. 


The explosion set fire to the mine 
and the rescuing force worked in hel­ 
mets containing stored oxygen. 


Nine of the bodies of the dead were 
so scorched as to be unrecognizable, 
and tlie only way to ascertain theii 
name*. will be from the records oi 
those who went to work and did not 
return. 


The driving of the tunnel where the 
fatal accident occurred was under the 
direction of private contractors, Port« 
land Bros., and most of the employes 
killed were working for these con­ 
tractors. Comparatively few employee 
of the Reading company wore killed. 


Most of the dead were married, and 
the explosion leaves forty orphans 
nearly all of whom were dependent on 
their father for support.

That a large number of others, whc 
cannot be located, were burned is al» 
most a certainty, as several of the 
drug stores in the vicinity of the place 
were kept busy for an hour after the 
accident dressing the burns of those 
wh oescapea without serious injury. 


When the spectators who were on 
fire began to run the audience rose as 
one, many women fainted, and i: was 
with the greatest difficulty that a stam­ 
pede was prevented. 


Mother Kills Three Children and Self. 


A mother, driven insane by worrying 
over the serious illness of one of her 
children 
in 
Philadelphia, 
cut 
the 
throats of three of her children and 
then drew the knife across her own 
throat. 


The woman and one of the children 
were dead when neighbors and a po­ 
liceman • forced 
their way into the 
house. Another child, a seven-year-old 
boy, died a few hours after he was 
taken 
to 
the 
W est 
Philadelphia 
Homeopathic 
hospital. 
Mary, 
aged 
nine, also died in the hospital. 


The dead are: Mrs, Alice Brogan, 
6147 Callowhili street; her three-year- 


old son, Thomas, and her seven-year* 
old son, Victor. 


Joseph, aged fifteen years, and Ger­ 
trude, two years old, were all that es­ 
caped from the knife which the woman 
had wielded so terribly. 


John Brogan, Jr., another son, a^ed 
twelve years, is in the Homeopathic 
hospital suffering with pneumonia. It 
is thought that grief over his condition 
may have prompted the mother*» rash 
deeds. 


Bangor, Pa., Ha# $650,000 Fire. 


A fire entailing a loss estimated at 


1650,000 destroyed the entire plant of 
the Flory Manufacturing company, ex­ 
cept one small brick building, the grist 
mill and grain elevator of the Florv 
Milling company, and two dwelling 
louses, in Bangor, Pa.

New Official for the County. 


A new office, to be known as the sealer 
of weights and measures, has been created 
for Adams county by a bill just approved 
by Governor Tener. The minimum sala­ 
ry of the new official is $1,000 a year. The 
bill requires the county commissioners of 
«very county of the state and the mayors 
of second and third class cities to appoint 
a sealer for their respective districts. One 
provision of the law permits two or more 
counties or cities jointly to establish in­ 
spection of weights and measures, and 
under this provision it is thought that one 
official may do the work in AdamB and 
one of the neighboring counties. 
Under 
the old law the appointment of sealers was 
optional in cities and counties and many 
county commissioners refused to appoint 
sealers because of the expense. 
As yet 
no action has been taken here although 
it is expected that within a short time an 
official will be appointed.

That there is lesa oxygen in tho 
rarefied air of celebrated mountain 
health resorts than in any room with

Dr. Leonard Hill.

DIET FOR THE AGED. 


To live long and to remain well and 
active is the object of every normal 
man or woman. As old age comes on, 
nature loses the inclination for exer­ 
cise, but unfortunately she does not 
deprive us of the desire to eat. 
Our 
eating should adapt itself to our ac­ 
tivities, and thus by abstemlnous liv­ 
ing we could do away with many of 
the diseases subject to old age. From 
twenty to forty the vital organs are 
young and respond to demands 'with­ 
out apparent difficulty, but at sixty 
the stomach and liver are beginning 
to resent over work, the exercise, life 
Jn the open air and work of earlier 
years are missed and the body feel* 
the strain. 


The result of over-eating develop# 
fat and superfluous material, which 
clogs the system and chokes the vital 
organs, and we find ourselves with 
rheumatism, gout, indigestion, hard­ 
ening of the arteries and various oth­ 
er serious troubles. 
Tissue building' 
foods should be partaken of sparingly, 
as their need is past, though for va­ 
riety it is well to keep them in the 
diet. 
Meat should be eaten but once 
a day. 


The aged who are troubled with too 
much avoirdupois should cut out fats 
largely, not eating many root vegeta­ 
bles and scarcely any sweets. 


A good diet for seventy or seventy- 
five should be made up of vegetables, 
fruit, some fish, eggs, a little meat 
and simple cereals. 
Two quarts of 
water or more should be taken each 
day between meals. 
The wrater. is 
needed to flush the system and avoid 
friction, besides that which is needed 
In the tissues and blood. 


Stimulants, such as tea and coffee, 
should not be strong. 


For the aged, it is better to eat 
often and lightly. 
Exercise in the 
open air is as necessary at seventy as 
it is at seven. 


Those who exercise a great deal can 
eat and assimilate more food than 
the less active.^ If one ha? reached 
the age of sixty with no disease shad­ 
owing him, he should by right living 
show his gratitude and not become in­ 
dolent and invite disaster.

WAYS OF SERVING CURRANTS. 


While Currants are plentiful it is 
well to prepare some of the good con­ 
serve and spiced currants. 


Currant 
Conserve.—Cook 
five 
pounds of currants until tender, add 
two pounds of chopped seeded raisins; 
cook ten minutes, then 
add 
three 
pounds of sugar. 
Cook ten minutes, 
add the juice and grated rind of two 
oranges; reheat and put in glasses. 


Spiced Currants.—Wash, drain and 
stem seven pounds of currants, put 
into a preserving 
kettle 
with 
five 
pounds of sugar, three tablespoonful» 
of cloves and three of cinnamon (tied 
in a cloth); add a pint of vinegar. 
Heat to the boiling point and cook 
slowly one and a half hours. 


Ripe Currant Pie.—Crush a cupful 
of currants, add a cupful 
of 
sugar. 
Beat the yolks of two eg§s, add two 
tablespoonfuls of water, a tablespoon-, 
ful of flour; mix with the fruit and 
sugar and cook until smooth. 
Bake 
an under crust, fill with the cooked 
mixture, make a meringue of thei 
whites of two eggs and two table­ 
spoonfuls of sugar. 
Spread over the 
top and brown in the oven. 


Frosted Currants.—Wash fine large 
bunches of cherry currants, drain and 
dip in white of egg and roll in gran­ 
ulated sugar. 
Lay on a paper until 
perfectly dry. 
Serve as dessert. 


Currant 
Cream 
Jelly.—Soak 
an 
ounce of gelatine in a cup of water 
until soft, then add a cup of boiling 
water and stir until the gelatine is all 
dissolved. 
Add to this two-thirds of 
a cup of currant juice and a cup of 
raspberry juice. 
Sweeten to taste and 
stir over the fire until it is boiling hot. 
Strain and set aside to chill. 
Add a 
half cup of powdered sugar to a pint 
of whipped cream, add to the gelatine 
mixture and beat until stiff. 
Turn 
into/ a wetted mold and pack in ice 
and salt for several hours.

He recites that he was made lieuten­ 
ant colonel by General Washington« 
that his health became impaired and 
that he made several attempts to resign 
on that account, and his resignation 
was accepted conditionally and with 
protest by General Washington. 
Be­ 
fore the resignation took effect, the ap­ 
plication says, Colonel Burr was per­ 
suaded to undertake the destruction of 
a British blockhouse on the Bronx riv­ 
er, which he accomplished, and then 
was persuaded to delay bis resignation 
until 1781. 


The signature is modestly placed in 
the right hand corner of the applica­ 
tion and reads, MA. Burr."

FLYING BOAT USED 


IN PRACTICAL WAY 


Chicago Man Plans to Fly to 
and From His Office. 


Chicago. — A striking indication of 
th e part that aviation is destined to 
take in practical problems of trans­ 
portation is given by a recent tend­ 
ency, Just beginning to manifest Itself 
in America, to uso the flying boat in a 
practical w*ay for ordinary business 
purposes. 
For daily travel betw een 
Chicago and his home in Lake Forest, 
a suburb tweuty-flve miles north ot 
the business center of tho city, H arokl 
F. McCormick is planning to use a 
Curtiss flying boat 
This flying boat 
is adapted for uso as an aeroplane, b a t 
is said to be a stanch and seaworthy 
boat as well. 
In ordinary practice It 
will be run in such a way as to skim 
the surface of the water or to fly a 
short distance above It, thus eliminat­ 
ing many of the dangers both of flying 
and of high speed boating. 
The pro­ 
peller Is located at the bow of the boat 
and pulls the machine along Instead of 
driving it. 
In this position the pro­ 
peller drives the air blast through the 
radiator, making It possible to keep 
the engines <-ool for hours when th e 
boat is running nt slow speed on the 
water. 
Tho hull differs from that of 
the standard type in having a V shap­ 
ed bottom, a feature designed to make 
It a smooth riding craft In choppy seas. 
Seats will be provided in the cockpit 
for four pasengers, while the front 
seat will give room for the driver and 
one passenger, an arrangement similar 
to that of the four passenger automo­ 
bile. As a matter of safety the control 
!g arranged so that either of the occu­ 
pants of the front sent can handle th e 
machine. 


Power is supplied by a Curtiss eight 
cylinder motor of tho latest type. This 
motor, which is designed for operation 
a t moderately high speeds, is rated a t 
from iX) to 1(H) horsepower and shows 
IOC brake horsepower at 1,800 revolu­ 
tions per minute 
The weight of the 
motor, exclusive of radiator, is 310 
pounds. 
During recent trials this ma­ 
chine was run at the rate of a mile 
a minute flying in the air and a t the 
ra te of flfty miles an hour w hen op­ 
erated as a hydroaeroplane,

It is not only 
required that these Bertificates be proper­ 
ly filled ont, but they must be returned 
to the assessor. A voter failing to supply 
this bffitfal with the paper will loose his 
Vt>te 'at the primariesi as the assessor is 
not obliged to write the party name op­ 
posite the elector^ name on the mere say 
so. Upon the completion of this regis­ 
tration the certificates will be returned 
to the county commissioners, who a few 
days before the primaries will put them 
in the hands of the election board.

Silver Production for Year Is 57,796,« 
'117 Ounces, It It Announced In 
Preliminary Estimate by Di­ 
recto r Roberts of the Mint. 


Washington.—The gold production 
of the United States during 1911 was 
was $96,233,528 and the silver produc­ 
tion 57,796,117 ounces, according to a 
preliminary estimate issued by George 
OB. Roberts, director of the m int This 
ds a reduction in gold of about $45,000 
and in silver of about 660,000 ounces 
as compared with the returns for 1910. 


Among the states and tei*ritories the 
principal gold producers were: 
Cali 
fornia, with $30,310,987; Colorado, with 
$19,153,860; Nevada, with $18,968,578; 
•Alaska, with $16,002,976; South Da* 
kota, with $7,430,367; Utah, with $4,- 
(769,747; Montana, with $3,169,840; Ar­ 
izona, with $2,954,790, and Idaho with 
$1,169,261. 


In the order named, Utah, Montana, 
Nevada, Colorado and Idaho led as sil­ 
ver producers. At the average price 
for the year the total silver product 
wàs worth $30,854,500. 


The net amount of gold and silver 
used ip the industrial arts was ap* 
•proxlmately $34,000,000 gold and 34,- 
000,000 ounces of silver. 
The coinage 
of the mints was: 
Gold, $56,176,822; 
silver, $6,457,301; nickel and copper, 
$3,156,726. 
Total, 
$65,790,850. 
The 
ner gain In the country’s st-ck of gold 
coin, Including bullion in the treasury 
during the year was close to $100,000,- 
000. 


The director's report gives the final 
figures for the production of gold in 
the world in 1910 at $454,703,900. 


The director also makes a prelimin­ 
ary estimate upon the world's produc- ( 
tlon in 1911 of $466,700,000, or a gain 
of about $12,000,000. 
The Transvaal 
increased its output by about $14,000,- 
000 and other African fields gained 
$2,000,000. 


On the other hand, Australia showed 
a continuance of the decline which 
has been persistent since 1903, the 
loss in 1911 being 
about 
$4,000,000. 
The production of North America was 
about the same as in 1910. 


These three grand geographic divi­ 
sions produced nearly $400,000,000 and 
the gains and losses in other produ­ 
cing countries probably about 
offset 
each other. 
Australasia 
has 
fallen 
from $89,210,100 in 1903 to $62,000,- 
000. 


Although gold production continues 
to Increase, the Increase was 
at a 
diminishing rate and the director ex­ 
presses the opinion that there Is noth­ 
ing in the present outlook to indicate 
a repetition of the phenomenal gains 
that were made between 1890 and 1899 
and between 1901 and 1908. They were 
the result of the discovery of the cya­ 
nide process and of the development 
of the wonderful Transvaal field. The 
only country in the world 
that 
Is 
showing notable gains at this time is 
Africa, and the Transvaal field is near­ 
ing its maximum.

Insanity on the Increase 


» 


Population of County Has Enlarged 
11 Per Cent, and Cases of Insanity 
Is 25 Per Cent. 


Washington.—Insanity in the United 
States is increasing twice as fast as 
the population, according to figures 
gathered by the federal government 
In a special inquiry through the cen­ 
sus bureau. 


Tho figures show that while the pop­ 
ulation of the country grew 31 per 
cent, in tho five years from 1904 to 
19J0, the population in asylums for the 
insane rose about 25 per cent. 
As 
to the number of cases of insanity not 
resulting in commitments to hospitals, 
the census bureau has no data. 


“Our figures,” says Director Durand, 
“afford a striking indication of 
the 
prevalence of Insanity, if not an exact 
measure. 
It is somewhat startling to 
reflect that the J87,454 patients con­ 
fined In hospitals for the insane maka 
up a population larger than Columbus, j 
0 ." 


The state which, in proportion to 
Its population, had the largest number 
of Insane reported in institutions on 
January 1, 1910, was Massachusetts 
with 344.6 per 100,000 population. New 
York, however, had almost the same 
proportion, namely 343.1 per 100,000 
population. 


The number of insane in institutions 
in Missouri is 6,170. 


More than 8,500 persons were com­ 
mitted to asylums in New York Btate 
last year, 4,517 in Pennsylvania, 4,236 
Ju Massachusetts, f,095 in Illinois and 
1,»37 in Ohio. 


Arkansas had fewer insane commit­ 


ted last year than any state in pro­ 
portion, 16 per 100.000, according to 
Mr. Durand's figures. 
New 
Mexico 
comes next with 25.7 per 100,000, and 
Utah with 27.6 per 100,000, is third. 
After then, in order, come Wyoming, 
Louisiana, Texas, Mississippi and Ala­ 
bama.

“Snow men" are rarer 
than 
“thunder-storm 
men.” 
Both 
fluickly recover from the weather ef­ 
fects, and even feel better than they 
did before. 


In addition to weather, man reacts 
to an enormous number of external 
3timuH, some of which are far off, in­ 
tangible and even concealed from the 
senses. Light has precisely the same 
attractive effect on men as it has on 
insects. 
The word “moonstruck” is 
not a figure of speech, but a reality. 
Moonlight has a marked effect upon 
sleepers, and is the main cause of 
somnambulism. 
The changes of the 
moon produce precise organic effects 
upon certain lower animals, and man 
is also liable to be moonstruck. 


Water, though, at a distance and in­ 
visible, affects the nervous system and 
makes some tuen conscious of its ef­ 
fects. 
Hence the “divining-rod” is a 
reality. 
The underground water real­ 
ly does cause nervous twitchings of 
:he water-seeker's hands, and this sets 
the rod oscilalting. In the same way 
livlners of hidden coal, ore and other 
Qiineral treasures are quite honest. “It 
!s established that there exist sensi­ 
tive men, whose psychical condition 
Is affected by the composition of the 
soil underneath, though of this com­ 
position they ha\e 
no 
knowledge.” 
And even astrology has 
a basis of 
truth. 
The changes of the earth In 
its relation to the constellations in­ 
volve changes of gravitation “which 
causes nervous disturbances and thus 
operate on the brain.” In a scientific 
sense no man.is therefore independent 
of the stars and planets.

PARCEL POST CHANGES 


Larger Packages and Lower Rates to 
Go Into Effect Aug. 15. 


Further to popularize the parcel post 
gystem with the public, Postmastei 
General Burleson announced that aftei 
Aug. 15 the weight limit 011 packages 
would be placed at twenty pounds, in­ 
stead of eleven pounds, as at present, 
and that a sharp reduction in charges 
would be made. 


He announced also that on the same 
date the “banking by mall” feature 
would be introduced into the postal 
savings system. 


The reduction in charges on parcel 
post for local delivery is from 5 centi 
c r the first pound and 1 cent for each 
additional pound, to 5 cents for the 
first pound and 1 cent for each addi 
tional two pounds or fraction thereof. 


For delivery in the first zone thi 
rate will be reduced from 5 cents foi 
the first and 3 cents for each addi 
tional pound, to 5 cents and 1 cent; 
for the second zone the rate will be 
cut from C cents and 4 cents to 5 centt 
and 1 cent for each additional pound.

A JOINT RESOLUTION 


Proposing an amendment to section one 
of article .nine of tho Constitution of 
Pennsylvania, relating to taxation. 
Section 1. Bo it resolved by the Senate 
and House of Representatives of the Com­ 
monwealth of Pennsylvania in General 
Assembly met, That the following is pro­ 
posed as an amendment to the Constitu­ 
tion of the Commonwealth of Pennsylva­ 
nia, in accordance with the provisions of 
the eighteenth article thereof:— 


Section 2. Amend section ®ne of article 
nine of the Constitution of Pennsylvania, 
which reads as follows: 


“All taxes shall be uniform, upon the 
rfame class of subjects, within the terri­ 
torial limits of tho authority levying the 
tax, and shall be levied and collected un­ 
der general laws; but the General Assem­ 
bly may, by general laws, exempt from 
taxation public property used for publlc 
purposes, actual places of religious wu 
ship, places of burial not used or held for 
private or corporate profit, and Institu­ 
tions of purely public charity,“ so as to 
read as follows: 


All taxes shall be uniform upon the same

Blue Mountain House Burned 
Fire starting from an unknown cause 
at 6 o'clock Tuesday morning completelj 
destroyed the Blue Mountain House to 
gether with all its furnishings and about 
$250,000 worth of clothing and jeweli^ 
belonging to the several hundred guests 
and employees. The flames were first dis- 
covered shooting up an elevator shaft and 
it is supposed that the fire started in the 
porter's room, underneath the shaft The 
blaze leaped up the elevator shaft to the 
various floors and in fifteen minutes the 
big structure was burning furiously. 


Tho main staircase was one of the first 
portions to fall prey to the flames and it 
was necessary to use the smaller stairways 
while many went down the fire ladders. 
There were manj' narrow escapes from 
serious injury and death, but in tho con- 
fusion only two received burns, B. F. 
Metz>rar and Malcolm Frank, his nephew, 
both of Norfolk, Va. 


The hotel was v:dued at $200,000. There 
were 200 guests and 60 employes in the 
building. 
The hotel was a 4-8tory frame. 


During the height of the conflagration, 
a small farm house occupied by Oliver 
Ott, not farm from the sight of tho Blue 
Mountain House, caught flre from the em- 
bers and burned to the ground together 
with Bome of its furnishings.

19 KILLED BY 
MINE EMOSIONS 


Dynamite Blows Up and Flames 


Set Off Gas Pocket. 


19 INJURED; SOME 
FATALLY 


Nineteen men are dead and as many 
more are injured seriously, some ol 
them fatally, as the result of explo- 
sions in tho East Brooksirte colliery ol 
the Philadelphia & Reading Coal and 
Iron company, near Tower City, Pa, 


The first accident was caused by two 
tons of dynamite used in driving a 
new 
tunnel 
exploding 
prematurely. 
With a tremendous roar the massive 
mine 
pillars 
ISOO 
feet 
below 
the 
ground were shattered. 


Two have not been recovered, and 
there is no hope of their being taken 
but alive. They are: Daniel Farley, 
fire boss, Tower City, and John Fess 
1er, Tower City, 


A rescue party 
started 
Into 
the 
mine immediately, and they had hard- 
ly been lowered into tho shaft when 
the second explosion followed. 
This 
was caused by the flames reaching a 
pocket of gas. In the second disaster 
Superintendent John Lorenz and Har- 
ry Schoeffstal, the fire boss, who led 
the rescuing party, were overcome. 


For five minutes the bottom of the 
mine, which is reached by the deei> 
est shaft in the anthracite coal region, 
was like a furnace, with all the min- 
ers within reach of the fiâmes lying 
prostrate on their faces to avoid the 
breathing in of the fumes. The terrible 
heat, however, either scorched the life 
out of most of them or the concussion 
and fiyhig rocks killed them. 


A second 
rescue force was then 
formed, and they got the bodies of Su- 
perintendent Lorenz and Schoeffstal. 
besides those of three miners. 


Lorenz was brought to the Potts- 
town hospital, where he died. Schoeff- 
stal is fatally injured. The Ihr'""^ min 
ers revived almost as socn as thej 
reached the surface. 


The explosion set flro to the mine 
and the rescuing force worked in hel- 
mets containing stored oxygen. 


Nine of the bodies of the dead were 
so sforched as to be unrocognizable, 
and the only way to asceriain theii 
name 
will be from the records oí 
those who went to work and did no! 
return. 


The driving of the tunnel where the 
fatal accident occurred was under the 
direction of private contractors, Port- 
land Bros., and most of the employes 
killed were working for these con- 
tractors. Comparatively few employes 
of the Reading company wore killed. 


Most of the dead were married, and 
the explosion leaves forty 
orphans 
nearly all of whom were dependent on 
their father for support. 


Thomas, and her seven-year* 
old son, Victor. 


Joseph, aged fifteen years, and Ger* 
trndo, two years old, were all that es- 
raped from the knife which the woman 
had wlolded so terribly, 


John Brogan, Jr., another son, aged 
twelve years. Is in the Homeopathic 
hospital suffering with pneumonia. It 
Is thought that grief over his condition 
may have prompted tho mother's rash 
deeds. 


Bangor, Pa., Has $650,000 Fir«. 


A fire entailing a loss estimated at 
>650.000 destroyed the entire plant of 
the Flory Manufacturins company, e\ 
cept one small brick building, the grist 
mill and grain elevator of the Florv 
Milling company, and two 
dwelling 
lOuses. in Banpror, Pa. 


Noarly SüO men are thrown out of 
employment by the fire and patterns 
of great value, some of which peraaps 
cannot be replaced, were destroyed in 
the blaze. 


When tho fire was discovered It had 
gained great headway. 
All the 
fire 
companies In tho town we^s on the 
scene in a remarkably short time, and 
one from Easton later, but their eN 
forts were of no avail, and the flames 
burned themselves out. Several 
fire 
men and others were slightly burned. 


A rigid investigation was 
started 
Into tho cause of the flre, which is 
supposed to have been of incendiary 
origin. The district attorney will as- 
slat in the investigation and has sent 
the county detective with instructions 
to aid. 


The Flory Milling company's mill 
and elevator contained about |60,000 
worth of now and old wheat, just ra- 
ceived. and a largo quantity of flour 
The loss of the Flory Manufacturinii 
company is $500,000 and that of the 
milling company $100.000. The Insur 
anco carried by the two concerns was 
$215,000 and $40,000 respectively. 


The two dwelling houses destroyed 
belonged to the Achenbach estate, and 
were occupied by the families of John 
Hoskin and Hugh Norris. They saved 
their furniture. The houses were val 
ued at $G00Q cach.

Negligence Called 
Manslaughter. 


The case of Stehr vs. State before 
the supreme court of Nebraska in- 
Tolved the sentence of a father for 
from one to ten years iu the peniten- 
tiary for criminal negligence, because 
during a blizzard In Nrbraska, when 
the weather was bitter cold, ho per- 
mitted the fire to go out, snow drifted 
through a crack In the door and a 
broken windowpane ard the bedding 
of all the members of the family was 
frozen stiff. 
The feet of one of the 
children were 
frozen, and 
although 
•uch fact was apparent to the father 
no physician was called in for sixteen 
days, when amputation was found to 
be necessary and the child died of 
blood poisoning. 
The defendant was 
convicted of manslaughter for crim- 
inal negligence in falling to provide 
medical care after he discovered the 
frozen condition of the child's feet. 
In affirming the conviction the court 
held that for a parrtit having special 
charge of an Infant child culpably to 
neglect it so that death ensues as a 
consequence 
Is 
manslaughter, 
al- 
though death or grievous bodily harm 
was not intended, and if the parent 
has not the means for the child's nur- 
ture It is his duty to apply to the pub- 
lic authorities for relief.

A new office, to be known as the sealer 
of weights and i^ieasures, has been created 
for Adams county by a bill just approved 
by Governor Tener. 
The minimum sala- 
ry of the new oflicial is $1,0UU a year. The 
bill requires the county commissioners of 
«very county of the state and the mayors 
of second and third class cities to appoint 
a sealer for their respective districts. One 
provision of the law permits t;vo or more 
counties or cities jointly to establish in- 
spection of weights and meaturea, and 
under this provision it is thought that one 
oflicial may do the work in Adams and 
one of the neighboring counties.

organs, and we 
find 
ourselves 
with 
rheumatism, 
gout, indigestion, 
hard- 
ening of the arteries and various oth- 
er serious troubles. 
Tissue building- 
foods should be partaken of sparingly, 
as their need is past, though for va- 
riety It is well to keep them in the 
diet. 
Meat should be eaten but once 
a day. 


The aged who are troubled with too- 
much avoirdupois should cut out fats 
largely, not eating many root vegeta- 
bles and scarcely any sweets. 


A good diet for seventy or seventy-, 
five should be made up of vegetables, 
fruit, some fish, eggs, a little 
meat 
and simple cereals. 
Two quarts of 
water or more should be taken each 
day between 
meals. 
The 
water 
is 
needed to flush the system and avoid 
friction, besides that which is needed 
in the tissues and blood. 


Stimulants, such as tea and coffee, 
should not be strong. 


For the aged. It Is better to 
eat 
often and 
lightly. 
Exercise 
in 
the 
open air is as necessary at seventy as 
It Is at seveii. 


Those who exercise a great deal can 
eat 
and assimilate 
more food 
than 
the less active.^ 
If one hap^ reached 
the age of sixty with no disease shad- 
owing him, he should by right living 
show his gratitude and not become in- 
dolent and invite disaster.

Conserve.—Cook 
five 
pounds of currants until tender, add 
two pounds of chopped seeded raisins; 
cook ten minutes, then

three 
pounds of sugar. 
Cook ten minutes, 
add the juice and grated rind of two 
oranges; reheat and put in glasses. 


Spiced Currants.—Wash, drain and 
stem seven pounds of currants, 
put 
Into a preserving 
kettle 
with 
five 
pounds of sugar, three tablespoonful»' 
of cloves and three of cinnamon (tied 
in a cloth); 
add a pint of 
vinegar. 
H e a t to the boiling point and 
cook 
slowly one and a half hours. 


Ripe Currant Pie.—Crush a 
cupful 
of currants, add a cupful 
of 
sugar. 
Beat the yolks of two eg§s, add two 
tablespoonfuls of water, a tablespoon-, 
ful of 
flour; 
mix with the fruit and 
sugar and cook until smooth. 
Bake 
an under crust, fill with the cooked 
mixture, 
make 
a 
meringue 
of 
thei 
whites of two eggs and two 
table- 
spoonfuls of sugar. 
Spread over the 
top and brown In the oven. 


Frosted Currant».—Wash fine large 
bunches of cherry currants, drain and 
dip in white of egg and roll in gran- 
ulated sugar. 
Lay on a paper until 
perfectly dry. 
Serve as dessert. 


Currant 
Cream 
Jelly.—Soak 
an 
ounce of gelatine in a cup of water 
until soft, then add a cup of boiling 
water and stir until the gelatine is all 
dissolved. 
Add to this two-thirds of 
a cup of currant Juice and a cup of 
raspberry juice. 
Sweeten to taste and 
stir over the fire until It Is boiling hot. 
Strain and set aside to chill. 
Add a 
half cup of powdered sugar to a pint 
of whipped cream, add to the gelatine 
mixture and 
beat until stiff. 
Turn 
intO/ a wetted mold and pack In ice 
and salt for several hours.

Washington.—Franklin K. Lane, aec- 
r^tary of the interior, has offered the 
application of Aui-on Burr for a pension 
to the National museum. 
Ho wrote to 
Charles D. Walcott. secretary of tho 
Smithsonian instituüon, in charge of 
the museum, saying that tho appUca- 
tion should be on public view instead 
of in the files of tho bureau of pen- 
sions, where it has been since 1884. 


There are four pages to tho applica- 
tion. and it is in as good a state of 
preservation as If it had been written 
a month ago. Mr. Burr wrote on both 
sides of tho paper, which is legal size, 
setting forth that he quit the army 
with the rank of colonel, that he was 
enlisted in the army in 1775, when 
eighteen year.s old, aud that at the 
timo of the application ho was seventy- 
eight. 


He recites that he was made lieuten- 
ant colonel by General Washington, 
that his health became impaired and 
that he made neveral attempts to resign 
on that account, and his resignation 
was accepted conditionally and with 
protest by General Washington. 
Be- 
fore the resignation took effect, the ap- 
plication says. Colonel Burr was per- 
suaded to undertake the destruction of 
a British blockhouse on the Bronx riv- 
er, which he accomplished, and then 
was persuaded to delay Ws resignation 
until 1781.

Sliver Production for Year Is 67,796,- 
'117 Ounce», It Is Announced In 
Preliminary Estimate by Dl- 
^rector Roberts of the Mint. 


Washington.—The gold production 
of the United States during 1911 was 
was $96.233,528 and the silver produc- 
tion 57,796,117 ounces, according to a 
preliminary estimate Issued by Qeorge 
'E. Roberts, director of the mint This 
ds a reduction In gold of about |45,000 
and in silver of about 660,000 ounces 
AS compared with the returns for 1910. 


Among the states and tei*ritorles the 
principal gold producers were: 
Call 
iomla, with 130,310,987; Colorado, with 
.$19,153,860; Nevada, with $18,968,578; 
'Alaska, with $16,002,976; South Da- 
kota, with $7,430,367; Utah, with $4.- 
^69,747; Montana, with $3,169,840; Ar- 
izona, with $2,954,790, and Idaho with 
$1,169,261. 


In the order named, Utah, Montana, 
Nevada, Colorado and Idaho led as sli- 
ver producers. At the average price 
for the year the total silver product 
.was worth $30,854,500. 


The net amount of gold and silver 
used in the industrial arts was ap. 
•proximately $34,000,000 gold and 34,- 
000,000 ounces of sliver. The coinage 
of the mints was: 
Gold, $56,176,822; 
silver, $6,457,301; nickel and copper, 
$3,156,726. Total, 
$65,790,850. 
The 
ner gain In the country's st'ck of gold 
coin, Including bullion In the treasury 
during the year was close to $100,000,- 
000. 


The director's report gives the final 
figures for the production of gold In 
the world In 1910 at $454,703,900. 


The director also makes a prelimin- 
ary estimate upon the world's produc- 
tion In 1911 of $460,700.000, or a gain 
of about $12,000,000. The Transvaal 
increased its output by about $14,000,- 
000 and other African fields gained 
$2,000,000. 


On the other hand, Australia showed 
a continuance of the decline 
which 
has been persistent since 1903, the 
loss In 1911 being 
about 
$4,000,000. 
The production of North America was 
about the same as In 1910. 


These three grand geographic divi- 
sions produced nearly $400,000,000 and 
the gains and losses in other produ- 
cing countries probably about 
offset 
each other. 
Australasia 
has 
fallen 
from $89,210,100 In 1903 to $62,000,- 
000. 


Although gold production continues 
to increase, the increase was 
at 
a 
diminishing rate and the director ex- 
presses the opinion that there is noth- 
ing in the present outlook to indicate 
a repetition of the phenomenal gains 
that were made between 1890 and 1899 
and between 1901 and 1908. They were 
the result of the discovery of the cya- 
nide process and of the development 
of the wonderful Transvaal field. The 
only country in the world 
that 
is 
showing notable gains at this time Is 
Africa, and the Transvaal field Is near- 
Ing Its maximum.

Population of County

Enlarged 
11 Per Cent, and Cases of Insanity 
Is 25 Per Cent. 


Washington.—Insanity In the United 
States is increasing twice ns fast as 
the population, according to figures 
gathered by the federal government 
In a special Inquiry through tlio cen- 
sus bureau. 


The figures show that while the pop- 
ulation of the country grew n 
per 
cent. In the five years from 1904 to 
19J0, the population in asylums for the 
Insane rose about 25 per cent. 
As 
to the number of cases of insanity not 
resulting In commitments to hospitals, 
the census bureau has no data, 


•'Our figures." says Director Durand, 
^'afford a striking indication of 
tJie 
prevalence of insanity^ if not an exact 
measure. 
It Is somewhat startling to 
reflect that the J87,454 patients con- 
fined In hospitals for the Insane make 
up a population larger than Columbus, 
O." 


The state which. In proportion to 
Its population, had the largest number 
of insane reported in institutions on 
January 1, 1910, was Massachusetts 
with 344.6 per 100.000 population. New 
York, however, had almost the same 
proportion, namely 343.1 per 100,000 
j)opulation. 


The number of Insane in institutions 
in Missouri Is 6.170. 


More than 8,500 persons were com- 
mitted to asylums in Nev/ York state 
last year, 4,617 in Pennsylvania, 4,236 
|u Massachusetts, 4,0V5 in Illinois and 
t , « 7 in Ohio. 


Arka&aas had fewM* intaae commit- 


ted last year than any state In pro- 
portion, 10 per 100.000, according to 
Mr. Durand's 
figures. 
New 
Mexico 
comes next with 26.7 per 100,000, and 
Utah with 27.6 per 100,000, is third.

the brain and temperament of man 
dependent 
upon 
natural 
aurround* 
ings?" 


His report, entitled '*The Geopáychlo 
Phenomena/* has made a great stir In 
scientific circles, owing to the bold 
theses of the professor, who deplctt 
humanity as a mere vltállzed barom* 
eter, which reacts Incessantly to the 
stimulus of external forces, but has 
little independent control over. Its 
own movements. 


Landscape, says Hellpach, is of In* 
finitely greater importance than cll< 
mate in forming national character, 
The Idea that climate Is more Import- 
ant is a delusion. 
"In the 
United 
States the fantastic mountain world 
of the great west will In time create 
a different and much more imaginative 
race than that which exists 
in 
the 
level east and 
south. 
At 
present 
America's population is too much in a 
state of flux to allow of this difference 
being determined, but the change la 
going on." America will thus In the 
future have two populations of entire- 
ly different psychical inclinations and 
characteristics. 


Professor Hellpach gives a whole 
series of facts to show man^ in his 
capacity as barometer. His activities 
depend upon weather 
fluctuations.

There live peculiarly sensitivo "Wet- 
termenschen" (weather men), whose 
whole nervous systeip. is affected by 
thunderstorms. 
On these tea, coffee 
and tobacco, taken during a thunder- 
storm, act with extraordinary force, 
and the most moderate dose of alco- 
hol, which in clear 
weather 
would 
have no effect, produces violent agita- 
tion, and even temporary paralysis. 


A second type of weather man is 
the "snow man," well known to nerve 
specialists. Shortly before a snowfall 
their eating, feeding and sleeping are 
entirely deranged; -^and they are thus 
able to predict a snowfall more surely 
than can a meteorologist with all his 
instruments. 
"Snow men" are rarer 
than 
"thunder-storm 
men/' 
Both 
aulckly recover from the weather ef- 
fects, and even feel better than they 
did before. 


In addition to weather, man reacts 
to an enormous number of external 
3tlmun, some of which are far off, in- 
tangible and even concealed from the 
senses. Light has precisely the same 
attractive effect on men as it has on 
insects. 
The word "moonstruck" Is 
not a figure of speech, but a reality. 
Moonlight has a marked effect upon 
sleepers, and is the main cause of 
somnambulism. 
The changes of the 
moon produce precise organic effects 
upon certain lower animals, and man 
is also liable to be moonstruck. 


Water, though, at a distance and in- 
visible, affects the nervous system and 
makes some men conscious of its ef- 
fects. Hence the "dlvinlng-rod" Js a 
reality. Tho underground water real- 
ly does cause nervous twitchlngs of 
:he water-seeker's hands, and this sets 
the rod oscilalting. In the same way 
iiviners of hidden coal, ore and other 
Qilneral treasures are quite honest. "It 
's established that there exist sensi- 
tive men, whose psychical condition 
Is affected by the composition of the 
soil underneath, though of this com- 
position they ha\e 
no 
knowledge." 
A.nd even astrology has 
a 
basis of 
iruth. 
Tho changes of the earth in 
its relation to the constellations In- 
i^olve changes of gravitation "which 
causes nervous disturbances and thua 
operate on the brain." In a scientific 
sense no man.is therefore Independent 
of the stars and planets.

Reductions in express rales, which 
will cost the companies i'llly $2G,Uüü,- 
000 a year—approximately 16 per cent 
Of their gross revenue—were ordered 
by the interstate commerce commis- 
sion. 


They are to become effective on or 
before Oct. 15, 1913.

The general imprdssion in oificlal 
quarters is that the express companies 
will attempt to test by legal means 
the constitutionality of the 
commis 
sion's order.

requirement of the order of 
June 5, 1912, that a label shall be at- 
tached to each parcel, is modified tc 
the extent tbat in M?ase of shipmente 
of perishable property, consisting of 
two ^r more packages, the label need 
be attached only to one package. 


The companies had filed statement 
indicating that the losses of revenue 
would be intolerable and argued that 
the establishment of t-he parcel post 
had deprived them of quite 30 per cent 
of the revenue they formerly received 
f'-om parcels of eleven pounds or less. 
They contended that the express busi- 
ness could not survive the losses from 
both sources. 


'"This is equivalent to saying," sets 
forth the report, "that, Inasmuch as 
shippers have been given the conveni- 
ence and economy of the parcel post, 
the express carriers must, on that ac- 
count. be allowed to charge 
higher 
rates than otherwise would be reason- 
able." 


The basis of the classification pre- 
scribed by the commission is that all 
articles of merchandise 
of 
ordinary 
value are to be carried at first class oi 
prdinary merchandise rates. 


Articles of food and drink, with a 
few exceptions, are second class, and 
are to be carried at 75 per cent of the 
flrst class rate. 


The rates for newspapers and pe- 
riodicals as well as for bread and such 
articles for which specially low rates 
no ware charged, are substantially the 
Bame as the present rates. 


A permanent committee has been 
appointed to eliminate the circuitous 
routes which are a cause of consider- 
able complaint at present.*

PARCEL POST CHANGES 


Larger Packages and Lower Rates to 
Go Into Effect Aug. 15. 
Further to popularize the parcel post 
system with the public. 
Postniastei 
General Burleson announced that aftei 
Aug. 15 the weight limit on packages 
would be placed at twenty pounds, in- 
jitead of eleven pounds, as at present, 
and that a sharp reduction in charges 
would be made. 


He announced also that on the same 
date the "banking by mail" feature 
would be introduced into the postal 
savings system. 


The reduction in charges on parcel 
post for local delivery is from 5 cent« 
( r t^he first pound and 1 cent for each 
additional pound, to 5 cents for the 
first pound and 1 cent for each addi 
tional two pounds or fraction thereof. 


For delivery in the first zone the 
rate will be reduced from 5 cents foi 
the first and 3 cents for each addi 
tional pound, to 5 cents and 1 cent; 
for the second zone the rate will be 
cut from C cents and 4 cents to 5 centk 
and 1 cent for each additional pound.
